honestly seeking a remedy for the present 
very dangerous monetary condition in which 
China finds herself placed. Although the 
change of the Indian currency from a silver 
toa gold basis occurred so recently as 1898, 
the measures taken, as well as the prior 
situat on, have alread 71 become history ; and, 
what is more curious, almost forgotten 
history.* In-n debate on the subject in the 
Hon-c of Commons on the 29th March, 
1898, we find “Lord Grorce Haminton 
using the following strong words a3 to the 
position into which Indian finnnce had 
fallen: —“ What was the position that the 
* late Government had to faca? I do not 
“ want to use linguaga too strong. but [ndia 
“wis unquestionably on the verge of 
“bankrup'cy. She could not pay her way,- 
“and oneof two things was inevitable, either 
“that slie would be unabls to moet her 
“obligations. or that this country would 
“have had to come to her aid,” Now, adds 
pertinently Mr. RosEgrson, if that was the 
position of India, ani it e:mnot.be doubted 
thut it wa2, when the mints were closed and 
when silver stood at 89d. and the rupee at 
1s. 28d., what would it have been to-day 
with the rupee fallen to 11d., and silver at 
2241.2 China has hal to face the later, 
and. the regult is that to all intents and 
purposes she ij bankrupt, and lies, tied hind 
and foot, at the feet of the nations of 
Europe. As a natural consequence China is 
baing treated by lor very patticular friends 
to some very good but unpalatable advice, 
the main incentive of the alvice in too 
many instances being an ardent desire to 
fall‘in for the remnant of her remaining 
assets when she shall have hesu compelle | 
to declare her bankruptcy.

If they confined themselves ‘to these districte, 
leaving ont Kwaiyun and T'sam Chan, that 
would mean 23,200 piculs which, calculated 
at $a ficul for cost and freight, came to 
$141,060, ‘of. which they might expect to 
recover $41,000 by siles. If they included 
the other two districts he had mentioned 
the estimated sum required would be $210,759, 
Mr. Clementi proce ded to say that he had 
been met with sevoral objections since retnri- 
ing to Hongkong. In the first place,: the 
Kwangsi Chines», -it was arguel, might do 
more themselves to relieve the distress, but they 
had d vf all they could, and could do no more. 
Then some of the big firmsin the Colony had 
suggested that lavour might be imported here. 
Up the West River there were thou-ands rill 
ing to come. In April tho Pritish North 
Bornec Company had sent up an agent who 
brought back s3veral hundreds of men, 
women, and children ‘for the _ plantations 
in Borneo. It had also been said that the 
Cantonese should do more. One of the Canton- 
bse benevolsnt, societies had already contributed 
100,000 tacls, and the distress in Kwangtung 
province was another drain upon their resources, 
‘Lastly, it had been asserted ‘in some quarters 
that there was a “corner” in rice in Canton, 
and in refntation of this statement the speaker 
quoted figures which showed it not only to be 
unlikely but practically impossible that such 
& “corner ” conld exist. Even supposing there 
was a “ corner,” he concluied, it was absurd 
to refase to subscribe to any relief fund, If 
the starving p-ople-in Kwangsi were baing 
made the victims of speculators, all the more 
reason that help should ba extended to them.

When 
we saw that there were so many it was docided 
that on the next day we would distribute to 
women and children only, and to the men one 
day liter. But just at this time the Cantonesa 
merchants doing business in the city, received 
their firat shipment of ripe for distribution, 
from Wachow, and came in to siy that they 
had decided to give some aid to the famine suf- 
ferers, ‘Their suggestion was that they should 


contix 
to take this upon themselves, distributing to the 
men, so that now we -give rice on Hid third 
day, viz.—May 2nd, Sth, 8th, 11th,| 14th, 17th, 
and so on as long as their supply. holds out. 

We have been told that when the | mérchants’ 
supply gives ont, the Benevolent Society from 
Canton expects to ‘continue their part of the 
work. For this, however, we have no reliable 
word, but hope it is true. If this fails the 
whole burden will no-doubt be cast baék on us| 
in a week or ten days, s0 we mention the 
possibility of such a thing, lest jwe. be not 
prepared for the emergency. 

“Un the llth, we gave to about 12,000 per- 
sons, averdging about one catty per |person, but 
as we fult there were somo who tere not so 
needy, we were more strict in onr éxamination 
yesterday, and therefore gave to rather fewer 
than onthe day previous, It is, very difficult 
{o really know who needs the rice and who 
does not, as some are only now atthe end of — 
their own resonrces and as yet s‘ow no signs 
of real want, but wo know that wo) have made 
some mistakes in thus keeping some real needy 
ones ont.- ‘The lesson will have a good influence 
on som> who are not in real need, and wa ho 
that it may uot be necessary to continue the 
strict scrutiny of sll who c»me, butithat when. 
the peoplereally know that we mean to be caroful, 
some who can do without help will stay away. 

As there are so many. coming hera:the work “ 
is heavy, and we welcomed the arciyal of Mr. 

Fletcher yesterday mording. As there is now 
a prospect of more rice in a few days, we hope. 
that ‘tan the next shipment comes / there may 
be sufficient to send some on to Kwai Hsien. 
The need is Pe har description, and jis bound to 
continue uatil the rice is harvested. We - 
earnestly hope that the reports of rebellion,” 
and of the famine reports being exaggerated, 
will not materially hinder the liberality of those 
who have any sympethy for yea suffering 
fellow-men. Even with the aid we|are giving, 
there are a great many dying daily, both old’ 
and young, even to nursing: infants.;

RESUMPIION OF PROPERTY... 


Correspondence was laid on the: table rela- 
tive to the proposed resumption of ourtain 
property and tho provision of a backyard for 
No. 19, Circular Pathway. ad 
The PResipenr said there was an applica- 
tion from Messrs, Leigh & Orange for 
exemption practically from providing a 
backyard to this hoase in Circular Pathway. 
He had visited the house that morning, and 
found ‘that the adjoining -one, No. 18, had a 
backyard. It had been a rule of the Board not 
to grant exemption in the case of any house 
more than 20 feet in depth; and this house was 
37 feet 6 inches in depth, but as it appeared 
that there was to be a street at the back of the 
house 35 fe-t in width, he thought the Board 
might consider this as a case in which they 
could grant exemption. 
The Vicg-PRESIOENT supported the aug ges- 
tion, and the applicaticn was granted.
